Captain Goodloe Yancey, secretary of 
the state prison commission, and also 
G E. Deadwyler and J. M. Burke were 
heard ye esday afternoon by the leg- 
islative committee investigating the con- 
vict question.

Not Going Into Mines. 

The chief inspector of the convict 
system, the’ man upon whom devolves 
the duty of seeing that the law is obey- 
ed, and ail rules governing convicts 
are faithfully carried out, is an old 
gentleman of 73.. He is hale and alert 
and hearty, but when,{it comes to going 
down jnto coal mines to inspect the 
conditions under which convicts are 
worked and matmed and crippled, he 
draws the line. 

“T have never been down 
those mines, and I am  ~»never going 
down,’ Captain Deadwyler told. the 
committee. “Il. am not a mine inspec- 
tor, and would not Know any more 
after I had been cown there, than I do 
now. I don't belleve any member of a 
legislative investigatimg committee has 
even been down~.there.”” His cross- 
questioner agreed with him. 

Captain Yancey, the Keeper of the 
records of the prison commission, has 
never examined siate wardens reports 
carefully, according to his testimony. 
He has repased more confidence in the 
prison inspections of Deadwyler and 
Burke than in routine reporta by depu-.} 
ty wardens. 

Messrs. Deadwyler and Burke did not 
examine these reports efther. They 
found out what they wanted to know, 
so they said, from direct talks with the 
men. The former had never 
severe whipping in a convict camp 
He had not even heard of the whip- 
ping of Abe Winn, the young white: boy, 
at a camp he inspected regularly... 

A defender of Captain Casey appeared 
when Cy ptain Yancey: took the stand. 
Captain Casey is warden at the Chatta- 
hoochee Brick company. H!s removal! 
has been recommended by the legisla- 
tive investigating committee. Captain 
Yancey told the commiitee Captain 
Casey was a much maligned man. 

The whole session of the committee 
was taken up with the testimony of 
Captain Yancey, Captain Deadwyler 
and Captain Burke. 

The testimony of all three gentlemen 
had been awaited with intense interest, 
Captain Yancey, as the recording officer 
of the commission, wes expected to 
throw a ray of light upon the. transfer 
of convicts from one lessee to another; 
upon the condition of the men in camps, 
as shown by reports made to his of- 
fice; upon the records as to’ whippings, 
insufficient diet and improper food. 

Captain Yancey said he had not been 
able to inspect the wardens’ reports as 
carefully as he should have done, as 
thoroughly as a younger man might 
have done. He said he depended upon 
the state’s two inspectors. He denied 
that he was a business man.

Oyster Bay, N. Y., August 7.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in a statement issued 
late tonight, made it clear that the en- 


tire. responsibility ‘was his for the is- 
Suance of the original order discharg- 
ing the battalion of negro soldiers for 
alleged participation in the Brownsville, 
Texas, rioting, and the refusal to per- 
mit a suspension of that order. 

The president tonight was shown an 
rinterview, which was had teday in 
Washington with General Henry C. 
Corbin, United States army, retired, in 
which General Corbin stated that no 
credit or blame in the matter rested 
with Mr. Taft. After reading the in- 
terview, the president, through his as- 
Sistant private secretary, Rudolph For- 
ster, gave out the following: 

‘General Corbin’s statement is abso- 
lutely correct, and it was entirely 
proper that he should make it. The 
substance of the message from the 
president, which he quoted, was made 
public long ago. In the Brownsville 
matter the entire responsibility for is- 
suing the original order and for de- 
clining to allow its suspension was the 
president's.” ; 

In this interview, General Corbin 
stated, in substamce, that Mr, Taft was 
fin no way responsible for the ~ order 
discharging the battalion of the Tiwen- 
ty-fifth infantry, and that-in doing so, 
the then secretary of war had obeyed 
the direct order of the president. Gen- 
eral Corbin then recounted the circum- 
stances as they occurred, and -were pusb- 
lished following the Brownsville af- 
fair.

HOUSE GOES ON RECORD 
QPPOSING EXTRA. SESSION 


Members Are Anxious to Put Re- 
sponsibility of an Extra Session 
on the Governor—Joint Me- 
morial Session of House 
and Senate Held 
at Noon, 


Friday was a lucky day for a halt 
dozen state institutions and a score of 
confederate veterans and their widows, 
for the house spent almost the entire 
day, from 9 a. m. to 12 m., and in the 
afternoon from 3 to 6:!0 considering 
appropriations. 

It was during thig time that The Con- 
stitution came into considerable promi- 
nence on the floor of the house by some 
of the members in their speeches in 
the morning taking exception to the edl- 
torial in The Constitution, ‘‘Buncombe— 
Pure and Simple,’ and in the afternoon 
by Mr. Foster, of Cobb, introducing @ 
resolution on this subject, upon which 
the house indefinitely postponed action. 

Ags predicted on Thursday, the house 
went on record as being opposed to an 
extra session, and adopted the Dunbar 
resolution putting the necessity of an 
extra session, first, up to the senate, and 
next, up to the governor. 

Want Senate to Pasa Bill. 


The resolution, as adopted, called upon 
the senate to pass a convict measure of 
some sort and send it over to the house 
for concurrence, so that both bodies 
would have acted on this paramount 
question and if the extra session Was 
called It would be called by the governor 
and not by any Inaction of the house 
or senate. 

At the sarne time the house voted down 
the resoiution to declare Sunday dies 
non, extending the session for one day 
and causing adjournment on Thursday, 
August 13, instead of August /2, as 1s 
now the date fixed by law. 

Owing to the memorial held by te 
general assembly, in joint sessjpn, in 
honor of the late president of the sen- 
ate, Judge John W. AkKin, action upon 
measures was cut short at noon. 

By action of the house, the afternoon 
session was devoted to the passage of 
pension resolutions. Each resolution in- 
volving an appropriation called for @& 
roll call, and this caused the house to 
extend the ‘hour of adjournment from §& 
to 6 o'clock in an effort to get through 
with them. 

Before adjourning the house, Mr. 
Heard, of Dooly, gave notice that the 
committee on banks and banking of 
the house would meet Monday after- 
noon in room No. 24 to consider Sena- 
ton Deen's banking Dill. 

Speaker Slaton stated that at the Sat- 
urday session general bills would be 
considered and urged a large attendance 
for the last Saturday of the regular ses- 
sion. 

Chairman Murphy Candler, of the house 
committee on appropriations, called up 
as the special orders for the day the 
appropriation measures. 

The first of these measures was to ap- 
propriate $7,000 for the State Normal 
school at Athens to make oertain neces- 
sary repairs and improvements. 

Mr. Candler explained the urgent ne- 
cessity for this money in the cause of 
education, and the appropriation was 
granted by a large vote. Following 
this, the measure to appropriate $7,671! 
to make up a deficlency due on an appro- 
priation for the erection of Chapel hall 
at the Georgia Normal and Industria! 
college at Milledgeville was called up. 

It wag stated that this sum was owed 
the contractors for material, following 
the failure of those in charge of the 
work to meet the obligations; and this, 
too, was passed. 

For Confederate Cemetery.

ILLINOIS. TRIES 
DIRECT PRIMARY 
FON FIRST TIME 


People Will Really Name 
Nominees of the Various 
Political Parties, 


INTEREST 1S AS INTENSE 


AS IN A REGULAR ELECTION 


Republican Contest for Governor Ig 
the Issue Which Is Exciting the 
Chief Interest — Contest for 
Seat in the Senate Also 
to Be Decided, 


Chicago, August 7.—The new direct 
primary law of Illinois declared by its 
friends to be the most effective instru- 
ment on any statute book, providing 
for the expression of political prefer- 
ence, will receive its first test tomore- 
row. 

The initial trial of the new law pre- 
cedes an election in which there are to 
be chosen a governor, ang all other 
general officers of the state, a legisla- 
ture, which in turn will choose a United 
States senator, and twenty-five con- 
gressmen. 

The vote tomorrow is the first actual 
test of the direct method of choosing 
candidates in a city so large as Chie 
cago. It is admitted by politicians 
that the law will doubtless work bete- 
ter throughout the state and in less 
highly congested centers of population 
than in this city. Primaries heretofore 
have been unsuccessfully carried 
through in towns and cities of con- 
siderable size. The vote tomorrow will 
be the first of the kind in one of ths 
great cities of the country. 

A Sweeping Revolation. 


The present law is the most sweep- 
ing revolution in political methods 
which this state has ever known. The 
interest excited in this city and 
throughout the state by the coming 
primary election has been intense, Few’: 
general elections have caused so much 
political concern. 

There will be four ballots placed bee- 
fore the voters tomorrow. These will 
be from the democraf, the republican, 
the proahibitionists, and the socialist 
parties. The independence party and 
the people's party will not take part 
in the primaries. Every voter as he 
appears at the polis will be asked to 
what party he belongs, and he will be 
allowed to vote for the candidates of 
that party only. He will be given the 
ticket of the party he mentions, and 
no other. 

The men of each party receiving* the 
largest vote for any position for which 
they are candidates will be declared the 
nominee of that party for that office. 
There wilt be no convention held later 
to ratify the selections of the primary 
election, nor to nominate candidates. 
The expression of the voters at the 
polls tomorrow will nominate. 

An exception to this application of 
the law is in the case of the United 
States senatorship. The legislature is 
to name the successor to Senator Al- 
bert J. Hopkins, and the vote at to- 
morrow’s primary will, for this one of- 
fice, be merely of am advisor chair,

There was a sharp colloquy over diet\ 
reports.

Witness believed that 
tre men were in most cases fed as well 
as the diet prescribed, but often given 
better food than was prescribed. 

As to the whipping records he said 
he examineg these personally every 
month, and reported excessive punish- 
ment to the commission or wrote the 
wardens when members of the com- 
mission were not available. : 

Asked about whippings at the Dur- 
ham coal mines, witness. said he 
thought fifty whippings a. month of 
five or ten licks were not rowpegarindian) 
since there were 250 men at the camp. 
He thought in an equal number of free 
laborets there would be this many men 
punished. His attention wag called to 
the fact that the number of licks ran 
from ten to fifty. Witness admitted 
thig was excessive. 

His attention was called to one re- 
port of nineteen whippings a month 
in a camp of twenty-three men, the 
number of licks being the same as 
stated above. Witness admitted this 
was excessive. 

About Neglect of Wardens, 


Askeq about the vigilance of wardens 
in making proper reports to the com- 
mission, he thought they might some- 
times have been low. His attention 
was called to the testimony of wardens 
on the stand, who stated they signed 
reports made out by employees of the 
contractors without even reading them. 
Witness admitted that he thought this 
was true. 

“You see, Mr. Candler, from 125 to 
130 camps report to me every mogth,” 
said the witness. “some of them mak- 
ing four. or five reports a month. I 
did not look over them ag carefully as 
I might. I admit it coulg have been 
done; @ younger man might have 
done it.

J. M. Burke on Stand. 


Inspector J. M. Burke is a large, 
bronzed gentieman, of some 200 pounds, 
and is somewhere around the 40'« tn 
age. When instances of neglect and 
inattention to duty «were forced upon 
him, and admissions wrung from him, 
he attempted to laugh it off. His fel- 
low-worker. Captain Deadwyler, had 
fought grimly against the merciless 
prove of the committee. 

Among other things, the committee 
sought to learn what the {inspectors had 
done, and failed to do tn inspecting 
camps to which they were sent. 

It is contemplated under the rules 
that such inspection shall cower the 
food, clothing, shelter, hospital and 
medical treatment of the convicts, and 
the conditions under which they work. 

Captain Burke stated to the commit- 
tee that he shad his own ideas as to 
what part of that work could be omit- 
ted—and he smiled. 

“Every time I -went to the coal mines 
T found men who had been hurt by 
falling slate,”’ he told the commisston. 
Then he laughed. 

“Did you ever go down into 
Durham coal mines to ascertain 
cause of so many injuries?’ 
Chairman Felder. 

Witness laughed again, and stated 
he once went !00 yards into the Dur- 
ham mines, but found so much mud 
and water in there he came out. He 
had laughed apparently again. 

“Convicts under the care and protec- 
tion of the state are forced to work 
in those mines, are they not?’ asked a 
legislator.

“I think they did work somé men on 
tasks; I did not inquire what the tasks 
were,’” was the response of Inspector 
Burke. 

“I never did inquire why so many 
men were whipped,” he added. 

As to whether wardens were recelv- 
ing extra pay from convict lessees, 
Inspector Burke, on all his tours of in- 
spection, had never learned. He some- 
times examined the whipping records 
at camps to see if any of the men 
‘were treated with unmercifu) severity— 
but not always. He exercised wide 
latitude in this. He always asked the 
men how they were getting on, some- 
times in the presence of the guard and

At another time in a Worth county 
camp he found the cook, an aged white 
man of 66 to 75, had been “‘pretty bad- 
ly “whipped.” Witness said the camp 
was owned by a Mr. Fowler, and that 
Warden Cason did the whipping. In- 
spector Burke called on J. E. Wesberry, 
county commissioner, and told him al! 
about it, and recommended that the 
camp be abolished. He said some of 
the convicts were from Whitfield 
county. 

Inspeetor Burke considered that this 
aged white man was the most severely 
punished man he had ever seen in all 
his service as insspector. He said the 
offense which the old man committed 
was that of talking about a white man 
who had been found dead in the 
woods. 

Another case of a severe whipping at 
acamp of Mr. Fowler itn Turner coun- 
ty ‘was also reported by Inspector 
Burke to the county authorities, as the 
men working there were misdemeanor 
convicts. 

In conclusion, Inspector Deadwyler 
had a good deal to say about the food 
furnished convicts. He did not go by 
what the warden’s reports said, but by 
his inquiry among the men and inves- 
tigation in the commissary. He 
thought the diet at the state camps 
was better’ than in the county road 
camps. 

Deadwyler on Stand. 


Captain G. E. Deadwyler, the chief 
Inspector of convict camps, next took 
the stand. He is a venerable, but alert, 
old gentleman of 73. He has been oc- 
cupying his present position since

Urged Wardens to Report. 


Asked particularly about the diet fur- 
nished convicts at the various camps, 
he said be went more by what the men 
told him than by what the wardens 
reported. He ddi, however, inspect the 
warden’s books to see the amount and 
kind of supplies furnished. He said 
he always urged the wardens to make 
monthly reports in writing to the sec- 
retary of the commission. 

Have you ever inspected the condi- 
tions under which men work’ip the 
Durham mines?’ asked Mr. Candler.: 

Mr. Deadwyler: “I have never been 
in those mines, and I am 
in there. I have never seen an _. in- 
spector who did go in there.” 

Mr. Candler: “Did you ever see any 
men in the hospital at that mine?’ 

Mr. Deadwyler: “IT have se@en ten 
or twelve.men tn there at one time. 
They are usuaHy negroes. The men 
are there on account of ‘wounds. re- 
ceived from falling slate. The war- 
dens say it is always the fault of the 
negroes themselves, because they do 
not fix properly the props to protect 
themselves from the falling earth..”’ 

Mr. Candler: ‘Do the men not work 
by the task?’ ' 

Mr. Deadwyler: “TI do 
cannot tell 
in a mine; 
in my life.” 

Mr. Candler: “Are you not the 
State’s inspector sent there to see the 
conditions under which men work?’ 

Mr. Deadwyer: “TI am not a mine in- 
spector.’’ 

Mr. Candler: “Did you ever tell 
the commission that you had no means 
of finding out these things?’ 

Mr. Deadwyler: “I never did.” 
Never Heard of Severe Whipping. 


Asked further about task work, wit- 
ness said he did not know the rules 
required work by the hour instead of 
the task. In all of his experience, he 
said, he had never heard of a case of a 
severe Whipping. He said he had never 
heard of the- whipping of Abé ‘Winn, 
the young white boy. 

Asked about the dining room at the 
camp of the Chattahoochee Brick Com- 
pany, witness said the whites and 
blacks were separated by a railing. He 
considered that this met in full the 
requirement in the rules that the races 
should be kept separate. Captain 
Deadwyler said he did not know Jake 
Moore was receiving pay from lessees 
and never thought to inquire why state 
officers busied themselves so indus- 
triously about thé work of lessees.

FOLSOM’S BODY EXHUMED. 


Powell Charged With Murder 
of Valdosta Man,

Valdosta, Ga., August 7.—(Special.)— 
The body of young Owen Foisom, who 
was found by the roadside in a dying 
condition a week ago, after having had 
an altercation with Tom Powell, was 
yesterday exhumed by direction of Cor- 
oner Solomon, and a post-mortem ex- 
amination made.

It was 
here that the police discovered two saws 
and a long knife and on the bed what 
seemed to be blood stains. 

Nemmer, who spent most of today un- 
dergoing the ‘third degree,” explained 
the stain on the bed by a cut finger, and 
said that similar marks on the saws 
were due to the fact that he sawed soup 
bones with them, it being his custom 
to cook his own meals. 

Dozens of persons were interviewed by 
the officers during the day, among them 
being the fathers of geévoral youths who 
had complained of Nemmep’s peculiar 
advances toward their sons,

THE INDEFINITELY POSTPONED RESOLUTIONS. 


Representative Foster, of Cobb, resenting the suggestion that he had 
led the house into a political bunco game, introduced yesterday afternoon 
some resolutions directed at The Constijution, which were very promptly 
and emphatically indefinitely postponed by that body.

on the convict camps of the state made 
,;to the general assembly of 1890 by a 
‘committee of ‘which Hon. J. RB. Lume- 
den, of White county, a member of 
the present legislature, was one of the 
leading members. 

In thig report it was stated that evi- 
dent preparations had been made at 
the camps at Coal City and in Dade 
county for the visit of the legislative 
committee, and steps had been taken to 
Sive everything at the camps as good 
appearance as possible. Nevertheless, 
the cOmmittee found and reported the 
bedding, clothing and buildings in 
which the convicts were confined at 
night in filthy condition. notwithstand- 
|ing they had been given special atten- 
| tion in anticipation of the committee's 
coming. The committee then recom- 
mendeq the more complete separation 
of the races and the sexes. They found 
litthe complaint as to the character or 
quantity of food furnished. 

The committee on this occasion went 
into the mines where the coal was be- 
ing taken out. They found men work- 
ing in such places as made it neces- 
sary for them to lie on their stomachs, 
often in the.mud and water, and with 


required amount of coal to save them 
from punishment at the hands of the 
whipping boss. The committee con- 
demned the convict system and urged 
that in future ali youthful convicts be 
put on the public works, and >not 
leased. A board of pardons was also 
recommended. 

It is apparent, therefore. that certain 
undesirable conditions of the conpict 
System were brought to light by this 
committee as long as eighteen years 
ago.

TEXAS FIGHTS 
HIGHER RATES 


Formal Complaint Will Be 
Filed With Interstate 
Commission. 


Washington, 
a further 


D. C., August 7.—After 
conference today between 
Chairman Knapp and Commissioner 
Clements, of the interstate commerce 
commission, and representatives of the 
State of Texas, concerning the  pro- 
posed freight rate increases to take ef- 
feet on the !Oth instant, it was decided 
to file tomorrow a forma! complaint by 
the state ratlroad commission of Texas, 
against the several railroads concerned 
in the increase of rates. ‘ 

This complaint will be drawn up #»y 
Assistant General Claude Pollard, of 
Texas. Chairman Knapp assured the 
representatives of Texas that this com- 
Pplaint would receive as prompt atten- 
tion as possible under the law, and 
that their case would be given pre- 
cedencs over other business, in view 
of the wide fmportance of the decision 
to he rendered. 

Statement Filed by Texas. 

Allison Mayfield. the chairman of the 
railroad commission of Texas, today 
filed with Chairman Knapp, of the !n- 
terstate commerce commission, a state- 
ment in support of the complaint to be 
filed with the commission tomorrow in 
the case of the railroad commission of 
TexaS against the several ra!lroaés 
which have given notice of an increase 
of rates to take effect on the 10th 
instant. 

“The rates to Texas common points.” 
Mr. Mayfield alleges, “are made arbi- 
trarily by an association among the 
railroads, who have their principal 
Place of business at St. Louis. All oth- 
er territory shipping commodities ta 
the southeast, especially to Texas, has 
rates made, based upon the rate from 
St. Louis; that is to say. Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati. Pittsburg and the Atlantic sea- 
board have their rates made by adding 
arbitraries or differentials to the rates 
from St. Lovis to Texas points. 

“The railroad commission of Texas 
was created and began operations in 
1801. Since that time the gross -earn- 
ings of railroads in the state have !fn- 
creased from $35,000,000, to $96,000,000 
per annum, and the cost of operation 
has decreased from 80.64 per cent to 
73.67 per cent. The gross earnings per 
mile of road increased from $4,000 tao 
$7,466. The net earnings Increased 
from $791 per mile of road to 31,966 
per mile of road. And yet, we have the 
Startling and staggering fact that the 
proposed freight rates surpass amny- 
thing of which the railroad commis- 
sion of Texas has any record: and we 
believe, and charge are greater than 
any rates that have prevailed since the 
seventies,” 

The statement concludes by petition. 
ing the commission as follows: 

What Texas Asks. 

1. That the commission enter an order at 
once, suspending or forbidding the taking ef- 
fect of the proposed unreasonable and 
scandulous increase in freight rates to Texas. 

Or request formally the honorable at- 
torney general of the United States to pro- 
ceed at once to invoke the provisions of the 
So-called Sherman anti-trust law and file 
suit in your name or in the name of the 
government, the purpese being to restrain the 
enforcement of this proposed increase in 
freight rates, until the same shal! have been 
tried before vour honorable body. 

3. Or at once reopen the case you tried in 
1909, wherein you found that the rates now 
in force Were excessive, unreasonable and 
unlawful, be so declared, and an order en- 
tered accordingly at once. 

4. Failing in-all these, it is respectfully re- 
quested that you set this case down for im 
mediate hearing; that vou notify al! interested 
parties; that you take testimony in the south-

New Orleans, August 7.—Secretary, 
Hester's statement of rhe world’s visi- 
ble supply of cottou, made up from 
special cable and telegraphic advices, 
compares the figures of this week with 
last week last year and the year be- 
fore. It shows a decrease for the week 
just closed of 121,15! bales. against a 
decrease of 149,905 last year, and a de- 
crease of 134,388 bales year before last. 

The total visible is 1,956,307 bales, 
egainst 2.077,468 last week, 2,691,016 
last year and 2,120,904 year before last. 
Of this. the total of American cotton is 
1.125.861 bales, against 1,232,4/2 last 
week, 1,608,016 hast year and 1,095,904 
year before last, and off other kinds, in- 
cluding Egypt, Brazil, India, etc., 831,- 
046 bales, against 845,046 last week, 
1,083,000 last year and 1,026,000 year 
before last. 

The total world’s visible supply of 
eotton, as above, shows a decreasé com- 
pared with last week of 121,15! bales, 
a decrease compared with last year of 
734,709 bales, and a decrease compared 
with year before last ur 164,597 bales. 

Of the world’s visible supply of cotton, 
as above, there is afloat and held in 
Great Britain and continental ‘Hurope, 
1,126,000 bales, against /|,623,000 last 
year and 1,053,000 year before last; in 
Egypt, 75,000 bales, against 35,000 last 
year and 39,000 year before last; in In- 
dia, 443,000 bales, against 628,000 last 
year, and 601,000 yeas pefore last; and 
in the United States, 312,000 bales, 
against 405,000 last year and 336,000 
year before last.

New York, August 7.—New high rec- 
ords for the bull movement were made 
in cotton again during today’s trading. 
although the bull leaders were at no 
time aggressive buyers. The market 
closed steady, at a net advance of 25 
points on August, and of 8@IO points 
On idater positions. Business was a 
little more active than yesterday, sales 
being estimated at 160,000 bales. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 2@7 points in response to 
Better cables than expected. Private 
advices said that New York bulls had 
bought tn Liverpool, but there was no 
Sign of support from this course at the 
opening here, and during the first few 
‘Minutes, the market eased off 3 or 4 
points from the best, under bearish 
pressure and realizing. Offerings were 
not heavy, however, and before the end 
of the first hour a fuying movement 
eet in, seemingly for both accounts. 
Stop loss orders were caught, and be- 
fore the advance was checked October 
sold at 9.83. A reaction to 9.75 under 
realizing and selling for a turn by lo- 
cal scalkpers was not accompanied by 
any weakening of the undertone, and 
later the market ruled wery firm and 
nervous. owing to covering, with Oc- 
tober selling up to 9.85, or !I7 points 
net higher, while August touched 10.19, 
or 26 points net higher on a few pur- 
chases by local spot-interest.

But the Bulls Rather Overdid 
Their Work, 


————— 


Heavy Unloading of Speculative Ace 
counts and the Bears Raided 
Prices Downwards—Over 
One Million Shares 
Were Sold, 


New York, August 7.-It was a day 
of speculative excitement in the stock 
market and of violent and erratic 
price fluctuations. The bull movement 
Started on its way prosperously, and 
reached a new high range of prices 
for the year, with great animation in 
the dealings. At the accelerated price 
of the advance, the movement overran 
itself, to some extent, and paid the pen- 
alty in a sharp setback. The market 
was the largest in volume of the pres- 
ent year, the number of shares which 
changed. hands rising to a _ million 
shares before | o’clock. Extensive cov- 
ering by shorts hag been a recognized 
factor in the latter stages of the rise. 
The distress of the short interest in 
American Smelting and in the National 
Lead became so acute in the course of 
the day, and the disposition to punish 
them seemed so relentiess, that the 
speculative temper became discompos- 
ed, and heavy unloading of speculative 
accounts was precipitated. The bears 
Saw a chance to regain an advantage, 
and raideg prices downward in a quest 
for stop-loss orders. The two Guggen- 
heim stocks were conspicuous features 
in the outset by the reason of the late 
bulge. When 71-4 points had been 
added to yesterday's 61-2-point gain 
in American Smelting, and jumps of a 
full point between sales were made, 
the market took alarm. Prices made in 
that manner are not accepted as a safe 
measure of substantial value, and the 
movement Was suggestive of a ficti- 
tious element in prices at other points, 
Prices made by imperative necessities 
of uncovereg shorts, under stress of a 
squeeze offer conditions for a violent 
relapse. Considerable disorder resulted 
from this episode in the market. The 
increased volume of the transactions 
represented a subtle broadening of the 
participation, although the concentrat- 
ed buying from a few houses, which 
has been a feature throughout the 
movement, was still in evidence. This 
was made to appeal like accumulation 
for account of some of the country's 
powerful capitalists, and was of a cor- 
responding influence on_ speculative 
sentiment. There wag a notable in- 
crease in the attendance on the floor 
of the stock exchange, many brokers 
having returned from vacation ab- 
ences to share in the dealings. 

The news wag largely of a routine 
character. The almost daily advance in 
the price of copper has come to be 
almost routine, and was repeated to- 
day. Reports of the placing of some 
large steel orders gave a fillip to the 
iron and steel industrials, this being 
the department of that trade which 
hag been most tardy to revive. There 
were rumors also of less subtle char- 
acter of a sudden jump in the freight 
traffic movement in some of the eastern 
trunk lines. Forecasts of the week's 
currency movement pointeg to another 
heavy accretion to the- cash holdings 
of the banks. The subtreasury has 
Supplied over $5,000,000 during the 
week. the continuing government 
deficit requiring héevy disbursements. 
The movement of. currency from the in- 
terior, although on a diminished scale, 
is still sufficient to-add between one 
and two million dollars to the gain of 
the banks. The decline in the condition 
of spring wheat during July, shown 
by the government crop report, repre- 
Sented a degree of deterioration that 
disappoints expectation as shaped by 
other expert estimates, especially as 
additional decline in condition is to be 
alloweg for in the week elapsed since 
the date of the government’s estimate. 
The firmness of wheat prices after the 
publication, in spite of the active spec- 
ulation that has preceded it. was re- 
garded ag significent. The relapse in 
prices of stocks was sufficiently vio- 
lent to leave room for some rebound 
after the publication of the crop re- 
port. The day’s price changes are 
small when the width of the day's ex- 
treme fluctuations is considered.
